No fooner had we play’d off from our Craft{/man, 
Common Senfe, and Pamphlet Batteries, againft tne Be- 
ginning of the War, and ‘fhewn (as far as it could be 
fhewn) that it was impoflible to obtain any confider- 
able Advantage by the Meafures taken in the Equip- 
ment and Difpofal of our Fleets,——<« than the Con- 
Teh of Ponto Berro rung thro” the whole 

Kingdom, and, as it {pread, gain’d inflant Approba- 

tion, This was a Beginning too propitious to 
the Ad — n to be ſeen withour our utmoft Con 
cern. — As the Truth of this was not to be difpu- 
ted, the Expedicot pitched upon was, to infift that 
the Gentleman whofe Centud and Bravery effected 
it, performed it againft the Tendency of his Inftru- 
tions :——~ This, we muft own, was paying no Com- 
pliment to the Admiral ; but it was the only Means

© bis own.’ —— If thefe Employments thould be thought 
fome Share of the Poser of the State, it may eafily be 
reply’d, that according to our Common-Senfe, they ate 
not fo; and, whatever may be {aid in Commenda- 
tion of Admiral Vernon, let it not be forgotten that
